Help is at hand for female 
alcoholics in Grayling if only 
they would seek out assist- 


* ance. 


There are about 700 alco- 
holics going without any 
sort of help in Crawford 
County and at least half of 
them are women, according 
to Jerry Macfarlane, alcohol 
counsellor at the local coun- 
selling and information cen- 
ter. Newly focated on the 
1-75 North business spur, 
just past Lake Street, the 
center hopes to expand their 
community work to include 
these hidden drinkers. 

“The female alcoholic is 
usually a closet drinker,” he

said. Women are more ii- 
clined to drink at home alone 
after the family has gone on 
to school and work. Women 
drive less and are not as 
liable to end up in accidents 
when they have been drink- 
ing. He added that since 
many women do not work 
they do not have an ernploy- 
er monitoring absenteeism 
or work performance. Male 
drinkers usually cannot cope 
with ail of these responsi- 
bilities and serious drinking 
at the same time. 

“The female drinkers’ only 
deterrent is her own feeling 
of responagiinty for her 
family. The more she suc- 
cumbs to the disease of 
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alcohol, the less responsible 
she hecomes.” 

Mr. Macfarlane makes a 
special appeal to husbands 
of drinking mothers to assist 
their spouses in seeking out 
assistance for their problem. 
“Many women have come 
with their drinking husbands 
here to the clinic and given 
them valuable help in work- 
ing out their problems,” he 
said and added, “! have never 
yet had a husband come 
torward with a drinking wife 
for help.” 

Alcohol is now the number 
three killer in the United 
States and this is only for 
accounted deaths he said. 
Many deaths can result from

alcohol but are never attri- 
buted to it. “For years this 
problem has been swept 
under the rug but now the 
lump is just getting too big.” 

There have been many 
advances made in dealing 
with male alcoholics through 
the vears. 

This still leaves the prob- 
Jem of the 350 hidden drink- 
ers in this county. The 
problems: of the drinking 
mother can rapidly expand 
into a nightmare to equal 
that of her male counterpart. 

A single woman, by heavy 
drinking, can ruin her own 
life, Jose her job, income, 
friends and self-respect. A 
woman with a family not 
only has all of ihese prob- 
lems but scme other ones as 
well. Her children can be 
seriously affected. If they are 
in school they will have 
problems of their own for a 
number of reasons. A poor 
mother cannot feed or clothe 
them well. In fact, money for 
essential food and ciothing

Improvement in water qua- 
lity in the South Branch of 
the AuSable River was point- 
éd out by a study made in 
July of 1975. The study was 
reviewed at a meeting of the 
AuSable Watershed Study 
Council an Tussday, Novem- 
ber 16th. 

The purpose of ihe study, 
made by Comprehensive 
Studies Section of the Mich- 
igan Department of Natural 
Resources, was to determine 
the affect of the wastewater 
treatment plant in Roscom- 
mon. The study showed that 
the installation of a spray 
irrigation system at Ros- 
common has resulted in 
improved conditions in the 
South Branch. ; 

The data does, however, 
indicate that current water 
quality conditions in the 
South Branch may warrant 
further investigations. The 
cause of elevated fecal coli- 
form levels in the river and 
tributaries near Roscommon 
should be determined. These

They 
could also. result from storm 
waler run-off of interceptor 
problems in Roscommon. 
The Council also reviewed 
the plans for construction of 
new sanitary sewers with 
aerated and storage lagoons 
and application by spray and 
flood irrigation tor Otsego 
Lake. The lake is in the 
AuSable River watershed. 
The treatment lagoons are 
within Z miles of the North 
Branch of the AuSable River. 
The plans submitted to the 
council by the Environmen- 
tal Agency were in order and 
the council concurred with 
the project. The system will 
improve the water quality of 
Otsego Lake, which does 
flow into the North Branch 
through the over flow dam. 


The AuSable council also 
reviewed a summary of a 
survey conducted by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture Forest Service 
regarding designating the 
AuSable as a national wild

and scenic river. Designation 
of the river as a national wild 
and scenic river is viewed by 
some environmental inter- 
ests as a means of preser- 
ving river aesthetics, and 
providing recreation oppor- 
tunities for the public. Gom- 
mercial and land owner 
interests indicate designa- 
tion is not necessary to 
protect river values and the 
same benefits can be ob- 
tained through local zoning. 

Some of the other con- 
eerns expressed by citizens 
answering the survey ware; 
law enforcement, jack of 
user facilities, environmen- 
tal impacts of the river use, 
user conflicts, development 
of the river by residential 
interests, extension of gov- 
ernmental contro! and river 
access points. : 

No conclusions had been 
reached, but it was a report 
of citizen interest. 

The next meeting of the 
AuSable River Watershed 
Study Council will be Tues- 
day, January 18 in the 
Grayling City Hail.

Welcome to the Classroom 


By Grayling High Schoo! Stalt 

This is the fourth in a series of articles designed to bring you 
closer to Grayling High Schooi. Each week this column will focus 
on a course, program, tcacher or other aspect of the Grayiing High 
School curriculum. As always, you are invited to visit Grayling High 
Schoo! to observe ary programs described in this column or to 
discuss questions or ideas with schcol personnel. Please call in 
advance and check in at the general office when you arrive. 

The focus of our attention this week is our Basic Math 
Program. All students are required to take mathematics at the 
freshman level. They may take either Algebra | or Basic Math. Basic 
Math is a one semester course which is then followed by a choice 
of either Shop Math, Business Math, or Pre Algebra for the second 
semester. The one semester Basic Math program is highly 
individualtzed and divided inte 12 units covering addition, 
subtraction, multinlicatic:, and division of whole numbers, 
decimals and fractions. 

Students are encouraged to work at their own pace. Within 
each unit, students must complete a series of worksheets 
successfully. A test covering that particular unit is then taken and if 
the student receives a score of 60% OF beiier On the test they go on 
to the next unit. !f they receive a score under 80% they must 
complete another series of worksheets in the same area followed by 
another test. They continue to complete worksheets and tests until 
they receive a score of 80%. A student therefore must demonstrate 
a’minimum of 80% proficiency in performing all the basic 
mathematical functions before receiving credit for Basic Math. It 
therefore can be guaranteed that at least at some point before 
graduating every Grayling High Schoo! graduate has demonstrated 
& proficien.y in Basic Mathematical functions. 

Most students iinish Basic Math within one semester and 
therefore move on it eiiher Busitess Math, Shop Math, or 
Pre-Aigobra. These courses ara individualized in the same manner 
as is Basic Math. However, students who have not completed all 
twelve units of Basic Math within a semester continue working at 
their own rate in Basic Math the next semester until they complete 
the entire program. At this time they may then begin the next 
course. Students who complete all twelve units of Basic Math in 
less than one semester immediately may move on to work in the 
next math course. 

It is felt by the Grayling High School mathematics staff that 
our current basic mathematics program meets the needs of all 
students by allowing them to work at their own rate and still 
guarantees (hat all of our graduates have basic computational 
skills. 

instructors Lacey Stephan and Robert Prause deserve a great 
deal of credit for initiating this program and completely authoring 
the entire invividuaiized programed Basic Mathematics course. 

Basic Math is taught by four different teachers: Lacey Stephan 
ig a mathematics major with 10 years of teaching experience. 
Robert Prause is a mathematics major with an M.A. degree and 
fourteen years teaching exoerience. Mike Dean has a minor in 
mathematics and a major in physics and five years teaching 
experience, and Tom Mitis is certiied in special educatiun anc has 
six years of teaching experience.
